Telegrams of protest were receive d 
from

General Simpson and other offii ials of 
Minnesota. 
The st ate railway commissioners a t ­ 
tacked th e administration bill upon 
two points. 
They claim that it ex­ 
pressly repeals the provisions of the 
interstate 
commerce 
law 
of 
1887, 
which states that that law is not in­ 
tended to apply to co mm erce within 
the 
borders 
of 
flu- 
state. 
F u rth e r 1 
than this, it is claimed that the ad ­ 
ministration bill in its regulation of 
the issuance of stocks and bonds takes j 
all power cf that kind away from the 
states and gives the federal commis­ 
sion authority over even the smallest 
roads that lie entirely within the bor­ 
ders of a state. 
The s ta te ’s rights 
fight may assume important propor­ 
tions before the bill has gone much 
farther in the house.
